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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is unclear what type of surfactants could or could 
not be used. Applicants indicated that conventional surfactants are the ones that the reference discloses, but the term conventional is not 
only broad but a relative term, i.e., the term could vary from art to art. from country to country, from day to day, etc. Also, by the use of the 
term it implies that other surfactants could be used, the ones which are not conventional, but what kind would be considered 
unconventional? How one of ordinary skill in the art would know if he/she is infringing on the application/invention? Moreover, the 
reference implicitly suggests/discloses that surfactants are optional components of the mixture and even though the reference uses 
surfactant in the examples, an invention is not limited by its examples, but for what it discloses. 
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
